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College for Porcupine 
becomes ticklish affair

People of the Forcoplne- 
Tlmmlns area have requested 
the creation of a Porcupine 
University college as an af* 
filiated college of Laurentlan 
University. If this request Is 
approved^ Porcupine College 
wjll be tlie fourth college In 
Northern Ontario with this sta- 
tus. Affiliated colleges usually 
offer a first year programme 
as welt as extension courses. 

Consultation has already ta- 
ken place with the Post Sec- 
ondary Association, and nego- 
tiations with other government 
tiodles aro now underway, 

A delegation from Lauren- 
tlan of Dr, Cloutter, Acting 
President of Laurentlanasvell 
as Fred Turner, Vice Pres- 
ident Administration (Pro 
Tern), Hughes Alt^ert, Vice 
President Student Affairs, gCer- 
aid LafrenlcrOt DlreclorofEx- 
lenslon, and Bemie ^alonde. 
Public Relations Officer went to 
Tlmmins on November B, 
to discuss the request of the 
Porcupine Tlmmlns Area. 

B^lc&Vy, two tMngs have 
been requested. One a first 
year programme available to 



full time studets and second, 
- a viable extension programme. 
In the past a professor from 
Laurentlan would be wining to 
go to Tlmmlns to teach one 
year and not the next, which 
was- quite a setback to any 
programme with continuing 
value. 

The Laurentlan delegation 
was very much Interested In 
this proposal, but suggested 
an alternative which they say 
as having quite attractive ben- 
efits for Laurentlan as well. 
The alternative proposal was 
that Lmirentlan operate a 
branch office in Tlmmlns, pro- 
viding the same academic ser- 
vices as those requested, but 
all studentswouldbe registered 
and enrolled In Laurentlan. 

It was felt that students from 
further north would spend their 
first year as Laurentlan stu- 
dents In Porcupine, and then 
transfer either to Laurentlan 
or to other universities in On- 
tario. , But In any event they 
would be Laurentlan students 
for at least one year. It re- 
mains to be seen how well 
this assumption works. 

If the student body Is In- 



creased, Laurentlan will re- 
ceive additional funds from the 
provincial government. Pres- 
ently the provincial government 
makes a grant of two thous- 
and dollars to universities fOr 
each bodr enrolled. This would 
Increase Laurentlan's budget - 
welcome news In these days of 
budget cuts and restrictions. 

Another factor In thepresent 
financial slhiatlon is that there 
is the possibility of staff cuts. 
The delegation feels that if 
some of the staff would work 
in Tlmmlns there would no 
longer be a need for such 
actions at the LaurenUan cam- 
pus. It was also suggested that 
a specialist in any given field 
could commute from Timmlna 
to Sudbury ''adding a flexibility 
not now present" otherwise 
known as killing two birds with 
one stone, 

A Senate Committee consis- 
ting of the present delegation 
as well as the Deans and SAs- 
soclale Deans was struck to 
deal with rtirther discussions 
.with people of the Porcupine 
area. There Is no student re- 
presentation on this commu- 
te. 
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Brief expected to outline problems

Minor projects completed, 
major ones still to come 



The Department of Physical 
Plant and Planning has liadto 
slow down Its construction due 
to a cut In its budget this year. 
The cut Is a result In a further 
slash in the govomment's sub- 
sidies for the University. 

Bob Tekauc from the De- 
partment said that they are 
now continuing at a slowed 
rate and have had to place 
priorities in the building 
schedule. Currently these are 
the maintenance building, the 
student residence, and an ex- 
tension to the Physical and 
Health Education Building. 

Although it Is not the only 

Department v;hlch has had Its 
budget lowered the Department 
received one of the largest 
cuts. To discuss the slhiatlon 
and bring up possible reme- 
dies a Departmental meeting 
was held on Friday, of which 
the restflts are not yet known. 

The Laurentlan University 
Master Plan had been drawn 
up In three phases, of which 
two have been completed. The 
third phase was delayed be- 
cause of strlngant government 
economy measures In the late 
GO'S. The buildings In phase 
three Included: Social Sciences, 
Campus Centre, Dining facil- 
ities, Physical Plant and Main- 
tenance, UcC residence, Arena, 
Extension to Department of 
Physical and Health Education. 

These projects were consid- 
ered the essenUally needed fa- 
cilities with the less Important 



work planned on; entrance to 
the campus, Improvement to 
parking areas, Improvement of 
recreational beachon trout lake 
and the stadium for playing 
Qelds, 

Of these most of the minor 
projects have been completed 
and only one of the major 
buildings^ which is the main- 
tenance building. 

Most of the major develop- 
ments were proposed to be 
flnlshed by 1972 by the Mas- 
ter Plan. Their predicted com- 
pletion is now debatable and 



1 versify. 

Statistics showing the antl* 
cipated enrolment was not 
reached this year could pos- 
sibly form a major portion 
of the document. 

The University will In all 
probability dwell on the bet 
of being an Isolated northern 
partner In the provincial sys- 
tem. The extra costs of build- 
ing, and housing — .sme 20% 
higher than In the south — 
as well as the dlfncutty of 
attracting staff to teach will 
also be a strongly emphasized 
point it Is thought. 

In addition, the university 
is expected to ask for at least 
continuation of the trilingual 
grant system as It nowapplles, 
and may ask for further grants 
for this unique situation. 

The CUA will meet In the 
morning to hear, briefs from 
the Federated Colleges, and 
In the afternoon will accept 
the University's brief as well

Reaction may not react much longer

Reaction, Laurentlan's stu- 
dent French magadne may be 
forced to cease publishing. The 
magatine Is on the verge of 
bancrupcy, and at best can 
produce only two more Issues, 

Last springGastonTremblay 
then editor, changed the format 
of Le Lambda, a portion of 
Lambda Publications, and pul- 
led out of the organisation to 
form thelndependent magatine. 
He then approached the SCA 
with a budget which was re- 
searched by Bob Renaud, treas- 
urer « 

Henaud's findings were pre- 



sented to council and Included 
the essentials of last year's 
budget. The result was the ap- 
proval of a budget that was to 
see $4000.00 to come from the 
SGA, $5000.00 from the Univer- 
sity, and $1500.00 from sub- 
scriptions and advertising. 

The total budget of $10,000. 
was reasonable because Reac- 
tion had to establish the office 
and equipment Lambda's to- 



tal budget Is $11,500. 

Reaction has published twoof 
Its eight planned issues, and 
has incurred expenses totalling 
S230O.. 

Although the SGA grant was 
contingent to the University 
grant, the money will be paid 
despite th9 fact thai tlie Uni- 
versity ha:* not kept Us part 
of the bargain. 

The $90,000. University bi- 



lingual grant was cuttoSlO.OOO 
and this definitely eliminated 
the $S,000 grant for Reaction, 
Reaction will present Its pos- 
ition to the SGA at Its next 
council meeting. If further 
financial aid is not provided. It 
appears that Reaction will 
either have to drastically cut 
do^n on the frequency of pub- 
lication, or cease publication 
altogether. 



Renaud to resign position 




Students' General Asso- 
ciation Treasurer, Robert Re- 
naud, has Indicated that he 
will resign his part-Ume po- 
sition as soon as a replace- 
ment can be found.

SGA President, David Van 
Leeuwen, indicated that the 
SCA's auditors had recom- 
mended that a full time ac- 
countant be Itlrod. It waspolnt- 
ed out that this should Im- 
provi^ efncicncy and should pay 
for Itself In this respect. 

On these recommendations. 
Council decided to hire a full 
time accountant In consultation 
with the SGA auditors.

Anyone who can remember 
the story done on the student 
lounges In a previous Issue 
of Lambda, will no doubt re- 
member the statement made 
by the SGA president David Van 
Lueewen about how the students 
got "Shit on". Little did he 
know that the SGA would be 
one of the bodies responsible 
for this action. 

By a close vote the Students 
General Association squelched 
a motion to turn the Pub area 
Into a lounge and furthermore 
refused to even reconsider the 
thought. 

Reasons for this stand were 
basically thesame. Theywant- 
ed to keep the furniture In the 
pub beautiful, clean, Immac- 
ulate and undamaged. Students 
using thlsarea would ultimately 
damage and destroy the furn- 
iture. They would devastate the 
plush surroundings with their 
vandalism. They would ruin 
the area completely. 

*'It Is very comforting to 
these members of the SGA, 
who are no doubt flawless In 
every respect, and not a van- 
dallstlc bimch of degenerates 
as the rest of us students. 
They most certainly have the 
divine right to point the ac- 
cusing finger at the rest of 
us" said one student In atten- 
dance. 

Tempers flared after there- 
lectlon of the motion. 

Yvon Lachapelle had this to 
say, "I was under the Impres- 
sion that as soon as a lockablc 
area was built w« would hav« 

the pub opened as a lounge 
while It was not a pub. I also 
think that it deprives the Fran- 
cophone section from one of 
Its most cherished meeting 
places," 

Eric Lavarack commented, 
"The committee has done it 
agalnl Voted against the laws 
of gravity and has gone to cut 
our throats. When Is that pub 
to be opened as a lounge so 
that we have a little more 
than 2A chairs to put under 
our asses?" 

Richard Woodley said, 
"Council has decided that 
tables and chairs were more 
Important than people. Students 
will not be allowed to use the 
cafe robot area for a lounge 
because they may damage the 
fdmiture. Of course they can 
go and drink there on pub 
nights - they won't cause any 
damage then. Of course If you 



don't use the pub,that's too 
bad, Tf you want a place to 
go In the day besides the llt>- 
rary and the sterile cafeterias, 
you can sit in the sno«." 

As for those who opposed 
the motion, their point can 
be seen and most students share 
tt\e same concern for the pro- 
tection of the furniture, how- 
ever not to the same degree. 
Consensus seems to be that 
It Is unjust for them to deny 
the entire student body the 
lounge area merely on the Ir- 
responsibility of others. 

The SGA In this action has 
seemed to brand all the stu- 
dents on campus with the de- 
grading label of vandals. 

It perhaps comes as no sur- 
prise that they do not Include 
themselves under the same 
term. 

Some questlcxis being raised 
are: 

• "What does the SGA pro- 
pose to do with the planned 
lockable area In the pub? The 
need for such an area would 
not be all that necessary with 
the area remaining closeddur- 
Ing the day. The SGA has al- 
ready made plans for this and 
contracted for that construc- 
tion." and 

' "The SGA when the pub 
was built had stated that the 
area would be U5«l as a lounge 
area when the pub was not 
In operation. What faith can 
the students have in the pol- 
icies of the SGA when they 
havo now lH«a chown that the 

SCA is not really bound to 
keep Its commitments and pol- 
icies?" 

Acceding to one ottserver, 
the only hint of any reasonable 
action shown was the recom- 
mendation that the question 
be put t>efore the students. So 
the students would be able to 
decide whether or not to have 
the pub area used as a lounge 
area. 

The question win read 
"Would you be in favour of the 
SGA opening the pubasa lounge 
area and that the SCA (you 
the student) be prepared to 
subsidize all damages Incurred 
In the pub?" 

The ballot will be part of the 
senate by-elections, with 8% 
of the eligible vote on the last 
senate elections, the results 
of the t)aIlot5 might not be 
considered a true voice of the 
majority.

U of M strike 
reaches settlement 



MONTREAL (CUPI) - The 
strike of faculty and n on* teach- 
ing staff at the University du 
Quebec i Montreal (UQAM) 
ended Mondnyi November 1 
when the administration gave 
Into faculty demands that blue- 
collar workers be paid for the 
strike period. The strike be- 
gan October 13 and Involved 
ibout GOO faculty members. 
Jy Friday, the striking pro- 
cessors had come to an agree- 
ment In principle concerning 
the proposed collective agree- 
ment worked out by the two 
sides In the dispute. The col- 
lective agreement, which ex- 
pires May 31 of next year. 
Is the fJrst working contract 
between centrally alQliatedun- 
lonfzed professors and a Que- 
bec university. 



The Syndicat des Pro- 
fesseurs de LI' University 
Quebec (SPUQ) insisted how- 
ever, that no of dcial agreement 
would be reached until the un- 
iversity acceded to demands 
from non-teaching staff for full 
compensation during the strike 
period. Non-teaching employ- 
ees of UQAM are members 
of the Canadian Union of Pub* 
He Employees, which Is af- 
flUated with the Quebec Fed- 
eration of Labour, 

The original administration 
proposal offered only twoday's 
pay out of a possible 13 working 
days during the strike period. 
Because of pressure from pro- 
fessors, noo-leachlug staffwlll 
receive $290,000 altogether, 
based on a dally mass-ear- 
ning of $30,000.

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Uneasy note ends AUCC conference in Ottawa 






OTTA VA ;CUP) - The tnnu&l 
iDMUog of the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of 

. Canada wound up here, Thurs- 
d^p November 4 on a slightly 

-uneasy note« as the resentment 
of most student politicians 

; q)luttered briefly In open ses- 
sion before being defused tiy 
a show of solidarity by the 
administrators present* 

The main Issue of conten- 
tion was the demand that the 
association of university ad- 
ministrators accept a resolu- 
tion presented from the floor 
by student leaders that would 
have established a commission 
to review Its own structure 
and function. 

The motion was moved by 
Rob MacKentle/ student coun- 
cil president at the Univer- 
sity of Western Ontario and 
seconded by Albert Tucker, 
principal of Glendon College, 
Toronto, 

The usual procedure followed 
by the AUCC In Its plenary 
sessions Is to pass all mo- 
tions and resolutions along to 
Its 25-member Board of Di- 
rectors with the comments of 
the plenary appended. Thus It 
remains for the Board to make 
all the final decisions that af- 
fect the association while the 
plenary acts only as a sort of 
advisory body. 



Student representatives, wt» 
spoke in &voar of the consti- 
tutional review, demanded that 
the full session pass the en- 
abling legislation. 

This demand followed re- 
peated eipressions of student 
frustration with the manner in ' 
which the AUCC was^deaUng 
with resolutions presented to 
It. 

After considerable proced- 
ural debate- Including a chal- 
lenge of a ruling- by the plen- 
ary chairman, the meeting vo- 
ted on whether It should break 
with recent tradition and pass 
the review resolution itself. 

In the clutch those admln- 
Istratorij who had not already 
left the plenary session for 
home, rallied to the call of 
administrative solidarity, and 
defeated the motion 26 to 20. 

Some student leaders then 
showed their apparent loss of 
confidence In the democratic 
structure ofthe AUCC by saying 
that they would return to their 
campuses anddemand that their 
university withdraw from the 
administrators' club. 

The administrators did not 
appear visibly dishirbedbythls 
threat. 

At the flnal meeting of the 
student caucus that had been 
going on since Friday, Octo- 
ber 30 student representatives

the federal government's Com- 
mittee on Youth Report on 
broadening student financial 
assistance. 

In other resolutions the plen- 
ary recommended the es- 
tablishment of special commis- 
sions on the sub]ects ot con- 
tinuing education In Canadaand 
the status of women in the un- 
iversity. 

The AUCC also passed a 
resolution strongly disap- 
proving the Amchitka explosion 
and voted to send letters of 
protest to both the American 
and Canadian governments. 

During the week much of 
the talk at the conference cen- 
tred around the problems of 
under-enrollment, cut-backs In 
government financing and the 
massive unemployment crisis, 
however, no forjnal proposals 
were dealt with to handle any 
of these problems. 



Porter threatens to quit 



The old members of 
the OUAA are apparently af- 
raid that York Yeomen and 
Laurentian Voyageurs will win 
the league title this year and 
are prepared to stop that. 

To do that the OUAA (to 
which York and Laurentian as 
well as the other memtiers 
of the OIAA have been Invited 
to play) has declared that re- 
Instated professionals will not 
be allowed to play this year, 
or any other year for that 
matter. 

Under OIAA rules, re-Insta- 
ted pros could play after sit- 
ting out a year. The OIAA 

agreed to play in the OUAA 
but the pro rule, It was felt, 
would be waived. However viith 
the apparent strength of York 
and the Vees this agreement 
has been forgotten. 
The niUng affects York's 
Steve Latlnovlch, a leading 
scorer in the OIAA for the 
past four years. Latlnovlch, 
recipient of a $2,000 Hockey 
Canada scholarship has been 
told not to dress for the league 
games until the board meeting 
on the 25 of November. The 
fact that Latlnovlch played 
three years for York and one 
for Brock after sitting out after 
playing for the Dallas Black 
Hawks seems to make no dif- 
ference* 

The Laurentlancaselncludes 
both Rick Morris and John 
Vaanderburg, but It Isthe Mor- 
ris case which the Vces are 
concerned about. Morris came 
to the Vees last year aRer 
a season with the Dallas Black- 



hawks- He sat out last year 
after being told that this season 
he would be allowed to play. 
He and the Vees act&l In good 
faith, but the league has seen 
to ignore this. Vaonderburt; 
meanwhile Is sitting out be- 
cause he was not here last 
year. The' Vees have already 
asked for a ruling on his case 
from the league. 

Coach Jack Porter colls the 
situation ridiculous, and says 
he will play Morris until the 
situation is cleared up. In a 
vote of the players, IDo^t voted 
to keep placing Morris. 

At York, Coach Bill Pur- 
cell put the question to his 
players and when a small min- 
ority voted not to let Latln- 
ovlch play, he dedarerl that 
the decision was up to Latln- 
ovlch himself. Tliat's called 
a cop-out, PurcelU 

Morris played In the week- 
end games. The University's 
Athletic committee meets today 
to decide what to do. Should If 
decide to stop Morris from 
playing. Porter says he ^ilt 
have to reassess his position 
as coach. His decision will be 
based on consultation with the 
team. 

Should he continue in hjs 
coaching position and the Lea- 
gue meeting decide that Morris 
Is Inelllgible, Porter says he 
would again have to reassess 
his position In consultation wit h>. 
the team. The Vees could be= 
without a coach, and Indeoil 
the University could be without 
the Vees, 



Porter is right. He strlved 
to make a strong contender 
out of the Vees only to have 
ttie league slam the door in 
his face. 

It should t)e noted that the 
OIAA members of the OUAA 
have no vole on the OUAA 
tx>ard of dlrectors,and have 
been Invited to play for a trial 
year only In the new league. 
The OUA sdll exists and the 
teams could easily revert back 
to the old OIAA. 

The pro rule appUes only 
to the OUAA. In addition to 
ro-Instatod pros being allowed 
to play In the old OUA, they 
are also allowed In the Wes- 
tern, Quebec and Atlantic con- 
ferences. 

All games In which Morris 
and Latinovich play could be 
rorfelled should the Leaguede- 
dde to keep the nile.
